An Appalling Collision Between Two 
Freight Trains ona Bridge.

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The Explosion of Oil Tanks Causes a Disas 
trous Conflagration at New Brunswick, 
N. J.—Several Manufacturing Establish- 
ments and Dwellings Consumed—Four 
Men Roasted to Death—$1,000,000 in 
Flames, 


New Bronswiok, N. J., February 7.—At 8 o'clock 
this morning an cxtra freight train from Philadel- 
phia, owing to a broken truck, stopped upon the 
bridge over the Rariton River for repairs. Whi! 
waiting, the through Southern freight, which left 
Puiladelphia at 10.0 P m., came dashing along 
through the city. and not until within 500 feet of the 
caboose of the extra did the engineer see it. The 
brakes were applied, but to no purpose. The engine 
of the freight struck the caboose of the extra, tel- 
escoped it, struck the oil tanks, of which there were 
four in train, and an explosion followed immediate- 
ly. The burning oil and the wrecked cars were 
thrown over and down from the high 
bridge into the streets below. The burning oll ran 
through the gutters down the streets into the 
Raritan Canal. This being covered with ice, the oil 
ran over the ice, down the canal to the wall paper 
manufacturing establishment of Janeway & Co., 
This was soon totally destroyed, as were also seven 
dwellings opposite. In the immediate vicinity of 
the collision, and just under the long railroad 
bridge, a building used as a box factory by the Cor- 
solidated Fruit Jar Company, was destroyed.

GORDON PROBABLY ALIVE. 


The Telegraph has received a dispatch from its 
special correspondent at Abu Kru, on the Nile, 
notfar from Metemneh. The dispatch is dated 
February 1, and says: “Colonel Wilson's party 
state that Khartoum fell Jaguary 27. The river 
banks above the sixth cataract are crowded with 
Arabs. The Mahdi. in the letter calling on our offi- 
cers to surrender, implies that Gordon is alive. 
Stewart expects to be closely invested here.“ 

THE MEBELS SAY GORDON IS DEAD. 

Some Arabs deny that Gordon is a prisoner, de- 
claring that he was killed in action, having refused 
to give or take quarter. Advices from Gubat say 
that foraging parties daily patrol the Nile in 
steamers aod procure cattle and forage, paying 
therefor when they can find the owners. 

WILSON'S RETREAT. 

Before Col. Wilson abandoned his attempt to 
reach Khartoum his little steamer sustained for 
four hours the fire of 7,000 riflemen, eight Krupp 
guns and eight machine guns. The Arabs showed 
splendid practice in handling the large guns. The 
water of the Nileis rapidly falling and navigation 
of the river above Metemneh will soon be imprac- 
ticable. The troops at Gubat are cheerful, but the 
Officers are fretful and disappointed over the ab- 
sence of reinforcements and of Wolseley. 

On his way from Gubat to Khartoum, January 28. 
Colonel Wilson was told by natives along the Nile 
that Gordon had been fighting hard for five days. 
January 27, a native reported Gordon dead. On the 
return from Khartoum to Gubat, several natives 
reported to Wilson's party that Gordon and all 
the Coptic troops who stood by him had been 
captured by El Mahdi's men and put to death. 
Later on, during the return journey, several 
Shagirjich men came aboard Colonel Wilson's boat 
and declared it was the intention of their tripe to 
join the Mahdi. They said that Gordon, Consul 
Nicoli, fifty Greeks and some soldiers,when pressed 
to desperation, shut themselves in the Catholic 
Church, whither they had removed a quantity of 
ammunition and provisions.

WHEAT WEAKER. 


On Free Selling—Corn Steady—A Farther 
Advance in Provisions Predicted. 


Special Letter from Pickering d Co., Chicago, to 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Cnc. February 7.—Wheat opened firm and 
advanced under ag general demand to 8434 for 
May. The buyers were mainly commission men do- 
ing a country trade,and some St. Louis parties. 


Some of the moruing papers published reports of 
da mage to winter wheat and the wires brought ord- 
ers for wheat based on this. It seems far too early 
to form any correct idea of the condition of wheat, 
but speculators do not seem disposed to wait for 
that. At the advance New York sent a great many 
orders to sell, and the “scalpers”™ 
joined with the New York houses in selling 
itdown. Lester, Schwartz & Dupee, Everingbam 
and Driver were heavy sellers and Everingham 
soid 100.000 at 5334, whics proved to be the bottom 
of the day. There was a sharp upturn just before 
the close without any apparent cause, but the 
whole crowd then began to buy wheat as if — 
was the last chance to get any. Tue receipts at 
western points were 430 cars, and for the week, 
8.810 cars, a gain of 100 over last week, while the 
ublished exports from New York, Baltimore and 
hiladeiphia are only 500.000 bushels for the week.

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PATRONS OF MEDIUMS. 


Distinguished People Who Are Seek. 
ers for Divine Light. 


Leland Stanford a Strong Believer in Spirit- 
ualism—Pictures of Spirits—-The River 
and Harbor Bill and the Fight Against It 
—~Washington Chat, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasHincton. D. C., February 7.—Senator-elect 
Stanford of California is a believer in spiritualism, 
itis said. Well, he will not be alone among people 
of prominence who believe in and patronize the 
mediums. Washington has plenty of them, and 
people prominent in public life, too. Not long since 
your correspondent had occasion to call upon a 
gentleman prominent in the Northwest, and a 
strongly supported candidate for an office of great 
importance. He was recommended for the place 
by Senators and members of Congress and Gov- 
ernors and statesm~n of all sorts. 

“ ‘Deed, sir, you can't see him now.“ was the an- 
swer of the individual of color who responded to 
the call; he cannot see anybody now.” 

“But why not, John? It is about a very import 
ant matter that I want to see him. 

„Can't help it, sir. He wouldn't come now, sir, 
for anything. You see, sir, he's sittin® in a spirit 
circle, and there's strict orders not to disturb him 
at such times." 

And so he was, sitting in a “spirit circle.” The 
„angel music,” which sounded very much like a 
wheezy accordeon, came stealing through the 
door, and there were other evidences of the prox- 
imity of “mediums” to the experienced eye. 
Even the attempt to send 2 card to 
him in the “circle” proved unsuccessful, and it was 
only by an ingenious use of a telegram which hap- 
pened to be at hand that the seeker after cffice and 
divine light was reached. Further inquiry revealed 
the fact that there are many people in Washington, 
some of them of national reputation, who are firm 
believers in spiritualism. The papers blossom with 
the advertisements of the mediums, and their 
places of business are well patronized. A few weeks 
ago your correspondent had occasion to accompany 
a prominent man, whose name and fame are known 
to the uttermost corners of the country, and in 
other countries as well, to a photograph gallery. He 
sat for 4 negative, and as he waited for the artist to 
“develop” the picture, he drew. q couple of 

“SPIRIT PICTURES” 
from his pocket and exhibited them to your cor- 
respondent. “Not a word in print,” be said, “of 
these. See. They are spirit pictures. They were 
taken as I sat, and the faces whic: you see in the 
background are those of spirits. Do I know them? 
Certainly: as well as I know you—yes, 


much better, for they are the faces of very near 
and dear friends. How dol get them? Merely sit 
before the camera in the bands of a spirit 
tozrapher and wait until I feel the presence of the 
spirits, and then, giving him the signal, he makes 
the negative, geitine both my own picture and that 
of the spirit friend which hovers beside me.” 

And be thoroughly believed in it. Indeed, the 
artist who made tue negative told mea month later 
that when he came for his pictures he insisted upon 
sitting to see if he could not eet a spirit picture. “I 
was too busy then.“ he said, but I told bim to

They joined hands and waited until 
they felt the ‘spirit presence.“ Then they 
uncovered the camera. and afteran ex re of 
severai minutes c.osed it and deveioped the piate in 
a little closet at hand. Well, I could see nothing but

caused by the drying of the plate during the long 
time they were wating for the spirits. But they 
sawin them iaces—epirit faces, Weil, they m- 
sisted on my coming backand helping them, for 
they feli sure that I was a medium. So I went. That 
time I went prepared. I took a couple of negatives 
in my pocket, ofa pair of pretty good-looking col- 
ored women, with frizzy har and a sort of bazy 
outline. After | had pre my plate in the dark 
room, I just held it up close to the gas, with one of 
the negatives between it and the light. You shouid 
have seen the ‘spirit’ that that produced after the 
exposure anddevelopment. And you should have 
Wituessed tne seosation when the spirits“ were 
shown to the expeciant group of believers. They 
were in raptures. They insisted that I was a most 
wonderful medium, and that 1 ought to give up 
general photography and devote my lite to sp.r.t 
work. But Lain still here at the old stand, you see, 
and making no spirit pictures, thouga I quite fre- 
quently have calis in that line.” 

“Are there many spiritualists among people of 
prominence bere?” 

“Quite a good many, yes. I remember sitting in
